built up a support fund of about 
$4,000. 

On Wednesday, Ted and Linda 
Fmsdulas, the owners of the 
award-winning dining establish¬ 
ment, hosted a sumptuous ban¬ 
quet which generated another 
$1,000 to help Smith finish his 
work. 

The restaurateurs own some of 
Smiths earlier sculptures, and a 
selection of his more recent 
works was also on display for 
the occasion, as was a model of 
“The Reach," 

Thirty guests, who paid a fist 
sum, were served a four-course 
meal, prepared by Alan Polet, 
chef de cuisine. Each course was 
accompanied by its own special 
California wine. 

Wild mushrooms with a 
delicate pastry and a 1085 Riesl¬ 
ing were followed by a fragrant 
fillet of salmon with tarragon 
and tomato and a 1984 Chardon- 
nny. A succulent tenderloin of 
veal with red wine and shallots 
was complemented by a 1984 


Pinot Noir, while poached pears 
with mango ice cream and 
strawberry sauce and a sparkl¬ 
ing 1984 Moscato d'oro com¬ 
pleted the meal. 

Greeting the contributors to 
the Roger Smith Sculpture 
Fund, the artist indicated that 
the day had been an exciting one 
for him early on, as he had 
"finally stood up" the piece on 
its vertical axis. 

Until that point, he had been 
working first on one side and 
then the other, flipping it over 
with a large fork-lift. Re sees 
two more months of 'hard 
work" before he is finished. 

The ultimate dimensions of 
the work, Smiths first large 
original design, will measure 
eight feet in height and six feet 
in width and length. 

Half of its total weight will 
have been removed with drills 
and wedges to .create the final 
shape. 

White with random vertical 
dark green veins, its surface will 
he “smooth, but not polished, 
and there will be some rougher 


texture on it somewhere," Smith 
said earlier this year. 

Deliberately non- 
representationa! in concept and 
appearance, the sculpture rises 
on asymetricslly curved flanks, 
interrupted here and there by 
some gentle hollows, to a flat 
knob that tilts up and forward. 

When it has bean installed on 
its site, a process being con¬ 
tributed by the John Russell 
Corp., this knob will face north, 
said Smith. 

The name, “The Reach," may 
he interpreted os a description of 
this stretching tiltj perhaps. 
More particularly. Smith said it 
can stand for Rutland's rich 
history in the marble business a 
century ago and the city's op¬ 
timistic projection into the 
future. 

The work, accepted last year 
by the Board of Aldermen, will 
be “the. only public marble 
sculpture in the city," ho has 
pointed out.

SHERBURNE — An area restaurant' 
has hit upon an ingenious way of fund¬ 
raising for a good cause, and in the pro¬ 
cess provides a variation on an old say¬ 
ing - the way to a man's art is through 
the stomachs of other people. 

Hemingway's Restaurant in Sher¬ 
burne. which holds a four-star rating 
from a well-known travel guide, helped 
raise funds one evening this week for 
Roger Smith, a Rutland sculptor at 
work on a piece intended for Main 
Street Park. 

Last year Smith, who was born and 
educated in West Germany, started 
shaping a 30-ton block of white Dan by 
marble into an abstract form he has 
named “The Reach." It will be installed 
in the park near the corner of South 
Main and Washington streets in 
September. 

While the Vermont Marble Company 
is furnishing the marble and providing 
work apace for Smith, he estimates 
that his costs for design, labor, and 
tools - chisels, drills, and saws — will 
reach about $15,000.

Despite temperatures in the 
90s. a crowd of nearly 900 people 
picnicked in Giorgetti Park and 
basked in the sounds of the Ver¬ 
mont Symphony Orchestra 
Saturday evening. 

The concert and the picnic on 
the grounds offered an op¬ 
portunity for many to enjoy a 
day outdoors with families 
listening to relaxing renditions 
of familiar light classics. 

Crowds gathered with 
blankets and lawn chairs. 
Couples sipped wine coolers and 
groups of a dozen or more sat 
and talked while children chased 
each other thorugh the crowd, 
often pulling purple or red 
balloons. 

The orchestra, under the direc¬ 
tion of Maestro Efrain Guigui, 
opened quietly with Rossini's 
Overture to “The Barber of 
Seville." When the first loud ac¬ 
cent was played, some in the au¬ 
dience greeted the clear echo 
from the hills behind them with 
an audible "wow.” 

Featured guests this year 
were "Through the Opera 
Glass," a quartet composed of 
vocalists Caren C. Showerman. 
Maricel Lucero-Totin, John 
Herpel, and Caroll Lehman. The 
ensemble joined the orchestra 
for five pieces, donning ornate 
bullfighter'R garb for "Les 
Toreadors” from Bizet's 
“Carmen.” and flowing dresses, 
tuxedos and top hats to waltz 
with members of the audience 
during an excerpt from "Die 
Fledermaus” by Johann 
Strauss. 

Their dinging was superb, and 
it was not necessary to be an 
opera buff to enjoy their per¬ 
formance. 

The lesser-known pieces per¬ 
formed Saturday separated dif¬ 
ferent factions of the audience. 

The soft strains of the over 
ture from Gilbert and Sullivan's 
“Iolanthe" prompted some of 
the more intent listeners ts 
relocate closer to the orchestra, 
away from the socializing crow! 
in the rear. Glinka's “Kamarit- 
skaya" set toes tapping to start • 
in s dramatic swells, which led 
into a sprightly acceiVnrmAr.

No. 3" provided a hypnotic Ara- 
bian atomosphere. leading into 
“Sabre Dance” from the same 
suite, which was played at a 
moderate tempo, rather than at 
its often-heard breakneck speed. 

Those who came expecting 
familiar tunes were pleased by 
Gershwin’s “Strike Up the Band 
Overture" which included the 
melody from “I've Got a Crush 
on You," in addition to the title 
song. Lush strings replaced the 
Big Band sound for Richard 
Hayman's arrangement of 
“Moonlight Serenade.”

Jessica Polgar of Rutland had 
an incredible weekend. 
Representing the Rutland swim 
team in the Vermont state meet 
last Saturday and Sunday at 
Dartmouth College, the eight 
year old earned four gold 
medals, broke a meet record, and 
won the high point trophy for the 
eight and under division, 

Polgar finished first in the 25 

f ard backstroke, the 25 yard 
reestyle. the 50 yard freestyle, 
and the 100 yard individual 
medley. The results were not 
surprising, Jn each meet she par¬ 
ticipated in this summer Jessica 
competed in five events, and she 
won every race except one, 

Kevin Stanley, who coaches 
the Rutland team, says that 
much of Jessica's success is due 
to her high work rate. "She's a 
very hard worker," he said, 
"She does the complete workout 
every day, which is unusnal for a 
kid her age. You see a lot of the 
older kids doing it, but the 
younger ones arc usually doing 
something else, " 

"She's a quiet, yet very deter- 
mined girl. When she does 
something wrong, she works to 
correct her mistake. She doesn't 
want to ! et it ha p p en aga in." 
Polgar, who competes in the 


eight and under division, earned 
her meet record in the 50 yard 
freestyle. Her time of 36.09, 
which broke the mark of 33.70 set 
by Bennington's Jill Leake in 
1086, was over 10 seconds below 
her seed time of 46.97 
Stanley attributed the surpris- 
Lng difference in time to the pool 
where the Rutland team swims 
during the regular season. "At 
White's pool the times are 
always longer/' he said, "If you 
look, you u see that the seed 
times of most of our swimmers 
were high for this meet, ' 

Jessica barely missed break¬ 
ing meet records in two other 
events. Her time of 19,61 in the 
25 yard backstroke was ,32 
seconds from setting a new 
mark, and she missed the meet 
record in the 100-yard individual 
medley by only three one 
hundredths of a second. 

Polgar’s success this summer 
came without the benefit of a 
winter training program. 
Stanley hopes that with the 
opening of a new pool at Pico t 
his swimmers will get a chance 
to work on their strokes in the

Board Takes ^ 
Aim at Vicon 
Back Taxes 

By BRUCE EDWARDS 

Rutland aldermen voted Monday night to look 
into attaching the bank accounts of the Vicon 
Recovery Systems waate-teenergy plant in hopes 
of collecting more than $ 140,000 in back taxes plus 
penalties owed by the plant. 

After meeting in closed-door session at the end 
of Monday’s meeting, aldermen approved a mo¬ 
tion asking Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennbergto ask the 
city attorney about “the appropriateness 1 ' of tak¬ 
ing civil action against Vicon through the attach¬ 
ment of the company's hank accounts. 

Vicon also owed more than £21,000 in water 
bills, but the company paid the bill almost two 
weeks ago just before the city was about to shut 
off water to the plant. 

The city last month notified Vicon that its $36 
million plant would be put up for tax sale because 
of its failure to pay two quarters of city taxes for 
the 1958 fiscal year. However, Aldermen Patricia 
A. Donnelly and Sigismund J, Wysolmerski said 
after the meeting that taking Vicon to court might 
be a speedier way to collect the back taxes. 

"We do have other means to collect debts and 
what we’re basically doing is asking them fcity at¬ 
torney’s officel to explore attaching operating 
funds, and being much more aggressive rather 
than waiting,’' Donnelly said. She said that if the 
city waited for the tax sale Vicon would have a 
one-year grace period to redeem the property. 

Donnelly added that "we want the money for 
tho taxpayers as soon as possible" especially if 
Vicon should go bankrupt. She said if Vicon were 
to go "belly up" the city could be stuck with a 

E l ant that it couldn't sell and wind up empty- 
anded. 

The city needs to act like an ordinary creditor; 
said Wysolmerski, adding that pursuing the at¬ 
tachment of Vicon's accounts in either federal or 
state court could be accomplished in as little as 
four or five months.

The aldermen on Monday night also soundly re¬ 
jected Wennherg'a recommendation that Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works supervisors receive an in¬ 
crease in compensation for being on recall. 

The recall policy was implemented several 
years ago to make sure supervisory personnel 
would be on call in case of an emergency. Current¬ 
ly, supervisors receive S50 a week for being on 
recall and time-and-a-half for hours actually 
worked. They can take the overtime either in the 
form of pay or up to lii hours of compensatory 
time, 

The proposal backed by the mayor would pay 
supervisors on recall double-time for working 
Sundays and holidays. Supervisors would also be 
able to accumulate up to 40 hours of compensatory 
time. The compensatory time also would be ac¬ 
cumulated at the same rate as overtime pay in¬ 
stead of at the current straight-time basis. 

Wennberg stated in his letter to the board that 
the recall policy has saved the city mousy in union 
overtime since its was implemented. He also said 
the proposed adjustments would not place a finan¬ 
cial burden on the city. 

"I don't go along with a proposal that gives 
overtime to salaried workers," Alderman Paul 
Clifford said of the proposal. 

Alderman Charles M. Franzoni then read down 
a list of DPW supervisors and what they were paid 
over the past two years, with most averaging 
about S3,000 more than the previous year. 

"I think the whole thing is ridiculous." Fran¬ 
zoni said about giving the supervisors more com¬ 
pensation. 

While Wennberg and Public Works Commis¬ 
sioner David A, Crawford both supported the pro¬ 


posal, City Treasurer Ronald J. Graves 
disagreed. 

Graves, who was never in favor of the policy to 
begin with, said; "My position is salaried 
employees are not entitled to overtime. ... I was 
against the original one. I am against the proposal 
that was submitted by the mayor." 

tn other action the aldermen, approved an enter¬ 
tainment permit for the Kornor Pocket bar* on 
State Street, but not before attaching several con¬ 
ditions. The permit had been held up for several 
months because of concern about adequate park¬ 
ing and complaints from neighbors about possible 
noise if the bar were allowed to have live enter- 
Lai n men t- 

The bar's owner arranged for additional parking 
around the corner on Baxter Street at the former 
Grossman's Lumber storage warehouse. The 
aldermen stipulated that between 10 p.m. and 2;30 
a.m, when entertainment is presented, the bar 
would have someone supervise the parking ares, 

The board also stipulated that if the parking 
area were no longer available the permit would be 
withdrawn. The bar could also lose its permit if 
any complaints made against the establishment 
were substantiated.

Visitors Center Opposed

The rot I owing is a reply to the lead editorial 
in the June/ July issue of the Rutland Bust- 
mss Journal, headed "The Visitor's Center/' 
Because the language is misleading,! feel a 
duty to present some hand facts in opposition, 
After my active membership in the Chamber 
of Com merce for more than a qu arte r cen tuiy, 
this should be no suggestion of disloyalty to 
the Chamber nor to the average, non-business 
Rmlander. Just simple honesty is involved 
here. 

Hard fhcts: Ul’s start with quotes from 
the first paragraph f "Research shows the 
booth has been in operation on the comer of 
Routes 7 and 4 since at least the mid 1930s," 
Fact: The presenUarge building, not a booth, 
is not "on the comer;'’ worse, its position is 
more than 100 feet from the north denying an 
added chunk of park from Rmltmders' use. 

Research; Many hours were spent reviewing 
1930s and 1940s meetings. From 1948 (August 
17, September Sand 20) meetings of Rutland's 
Board of Aldermen, the following is pertinent: 
Tourist Homes Hostesses, an organization for 
the traveling public, applied to place a 6' by 6" 
booth, on city property, near the south end of 
Main Street Park. Direct quote: The granting 
of this request was the subject of a long 
discussion on the part of Aldermen Radigan, 
Loveland, Sherburne, Hinsman and Hill. 1 'At 
the second meeting, the favorable decision 
was vetoed by Acting Mayor Abel, At the third 
meeting. Mayor Temple announced "he had 
instructed the City Attorney to order its rem 
oval from City property/’ This strongly sug 
gests that, if our Aldermen showed that much 
respect for 38 square feet at the southern end 
of ou r park. i l wo u Id be unthi nkab le that they 
would approve a monster, 102 times the size 
of the rejection, at our park's northern end. 

More Research; A recent study (measure 
menu and photographs) compares Rutland’s 
two nearby communities, hosting a similar 
number of tourists, in three aspects: siae and 
ratio of parks and information facilities; aes 
thetics; and traffic hazards. 

In regard to dimensions, Dartmouth Hanover 
(D-H) has an impressive 180,000 square fool 
Green with a gem-like, octagonal booth 10 
feel in diameter. Situated so close to a one 
way street that the questioner can speak 
without leaving the car, the host can reply 
from the dutch door counter. Light and 
portable, it is moved from October to May for 
touch up. 

Woodstock's charming "Shape of Battle 
ship MAINE" park almost hides a booth with 
shrubbery at its rear. It is 8 r wide by 6' deep 
and the low roof hangs 30* over a small win 
dow and dutch-door ft stands almost midway 
between two one way streets, The park is 7?4' 
long and J08at its widest; being ship shape, 
83,900 may be cut to 60,000 square feet, 

Rutland’s park situation, in its present 
state, is the extreme opposite to the other two 
communities in this and other categories. 
The Rutland Region Visitor's Center (VC) 
building is 384 square feel on 3,680 square 
feet of blacktop. The ratios indicate that the 
D-H booth displaces 1/1800 of The Green; 
Woodstock's booth occupies 1/1250 of its 
park; and Rutland's NON booth, largest in the 
smallest park, has a displacement ratio of 
1/23. Repeat: 1/1800 - 1/1250 - 1/23! 

As to aesthetics, the D-H booth on The 
Green maybe described as a gem in a stately 
setting. Woodstock's weathered board booth 
is a pleasing blend in a charming setting, 
Rutland’s building is just that — a 
building much too large for its setting. 
Indeed, it hides its setting blocking the view, 



to the passing tourist, of an impressive band 
stand in a beautiful park. 

Regarding traffic safety, D-H has a counte r 
clockwise flow of one way traffic on three 
sides of The Green that comes close to the 
booth on the east. Stopping and parking is 
simple and safe. Woodstock’s park is really a 
divider between east and west traffic. Tour 
iste, for either direction, have easy and safe 
accessibility to the booth. There is no ade 
quate description for the headlong, four way, 
12 lane onslaught that roars by the northeast 
comer or Rutland's park. (Twice, cveiy day, I 
challenge It as a pedestrian; my son lost one 
contest there — and one thigh will hold a 
metal nod for the rest of his life.) And that is 
the area where VC protrudes, defiant to com 
mon sense, a dare to destruction and death. 

Shabby Hospitality: There is a cruel or 
dishonest aspect to VC that is little known to 
most Hollanders, if we visit our distant Inter 
stales 89/91, we'd see rest areas with ade 
quate amenities for the traveler our survey 
has details about some of these. From VC's 
size, state flag and surrounding blacktop, it 
could be taken for a state facility. Imagine 
the reaction of a tourist, after the risk driving 
in — or walking two blocks thinking it's 
safer — being told a lie, "We don’t have a 
toilet for your little girl/’ or worse, "We do 
have a toilet but your child can't use it.” 

Good Business: Despite all reasons to the 
contrary, many Rutland merchants are blind J 
to the fact that VC is really not good for their 
businesses. Fact: Rutland restauranleqrs 
should not be pleased to hears tourist being 
told, at VC, about the attractions of Mr. Ups 
and the Dogteam, Fact: The VC attendant 
should not have to phone a business, on Cen 
ter near Wales, for instructions on how Loget 
there. Fact: A tourist, who might buy a jacket 
on impulse, would not visit VC to find that 
item; but if VC were not there, he might go 
downtown for information and see that jacket. 
Fact; A Wallingford business promotion — 
so photographed in 1987 — should not be 
given the largest space and choicest location 
in the VC in Rutland’s park. In brief, do 
Rutland business people really know, for sure, 
how fairly they're being represented up in 
Rutland’s park? 

Rutland's hnage: In these 1980s, f made 
eight trips to Europe, Africa and the Orient 
Rarely did I know, in the morning, where I'd 
sleep that night. I learned veiy quickly to not 
depend on "official" tourist centers. Like 
most seasoned travelers, I went to the lady in 
the fabric shop to ask about the bakery. The 
baker told me abou t the bank or the grocer. 
And they told me about where they ate their 
own meals, where they went themselves — 
and qui te a b i t more. That's the way! met the 


typical people in each area. And they seemed 
as delighted to visit with me as I enjoyed the 
contact with them. Such is our own true 
image — not VC*s impersonal professional 
ism, [ refuse to believe that any Hollander 
(walking the street, behind a counter, on her 
front porch, mowing his lawn) would fail to 
help a traveler with Michigan, Ohio, Utah, or 
even nearby license plates. Must we lose our 
chance to visit with folks from a distance so 
i he Chamber of Commerce can spoil our park? 
We’re losing both way. 

Who Oum OurFarkfUht best re ply to that 
question is a visit to one of the Sunday/Wed 
nesday evening concerts — described sc joy¬ 
ously by Jeanne Zingale in her July 15th 
letter to the Rutland Herald and you'll 
understand the loving vision of those who 
gave that precious, sacred land to the people, 
just the people. And our acceptance of this 
gift should equal the graciousness of the giv¬ 
ers. Certainiy 15 automobiles should not be in 
our park during the concerts; worse, cars are 
now (July 20) lining up, off VC's broad black 
top, to the grass itself. This desecration is an 
extension of VC’s presence there¬ 
in 1790, Nathaniel Osgood and ‘/homes 
Hale joined with Samuel Williams and deeded 
Main Street Park, center of the town at that 
time, to " . . the inhabitants and the publick 
in general and their heirs and assigns forever 
. for the only, sole and exclusive purpose of 

a pubtick green or common ever to be kepi 
open for that purpose and free from any 
encroachments of buildings, fences or yards of 
any primte pmon or persons whatsoever ." 

Someday, a court — possibly a high 
court — mqy rule on the intent of the donors, 
whether an open bandstand (an adornment in 
a park) sets a precedent fonan air-conditioned, 
indoor plumbing building, whether a Chamber 
of Commerce tenant can be anything but the 
"private person or persons whatsoever' 1 so 
explicitly excluded in the deed. 

Where Else Can It (Jo/This question is not 
pertinent to the issue. The Ad Hoc Commit¬ 
tee for the Restoration of the Area of Main 
Street Park h concerned with VC's removal.

of a child "being put to bed and covere 
snugly.” Indeed, that last quote is directl 
from American Heritage Dictionary, whic! 
offers another, 'to put in an out of the-wa 
and snug place. " Tucked in? Out of the way 
Atop a bulldozed bill, proclaiming itself t 
oncoming traffic, that building was not de 
scribed with fairness. It does not give ihi 
reader an accurate picture; but it is effect ivi 
strategy. Note how, as the vote approaches 
the use or the word "booth’’ and slantei 
statements. The Chamber of Commerce, backei 
by the Rutland Herald, can be an overwhelm 
ing combination of money and media tha 
might succeed in keeping that encroach mem 
in our park. But it will not be done withou 
protest

Some dty residents will have new polling 
places to cast their ballots beginning with 
the Primary E Lection on Sept, 13, 

Residents of Ward 3A who have been 
voting at the city clerk's office will now be 
voting at the American Legion Post 31 head' 
quarters at 33 Washington St. 

City Clerk Rosemary F. Finley said this 
week she had been looking for a suitable 
polling place for Ward 3A since the number 
Of wards in the city was reduced in 1935. 
Finley said her office in City Hall was just 
not big enough to handle the Targe number of 


voters, especially for the November General 
Election. 

She said she had contacted the Elks Club 
and the Moose Club, which are also located 
in the ward, but the American Legion was 
the only club to offer its facilities 

Finley said the new legion building was 
large enough to accommodate the number of 
voters and was handicapped accessible. 

The other polling change will affect 
residents in Ward 4 who will go back to 
voting at the Lincoln School. In March, 
Rotary Fieldhouse was used for the first 
time as a polling place, but problems with 


the ballot caused long lines to form outside 
the building. 

When the change was first announced, 
Finley said that the field house Location had 
more adequate parking than the area around 
Lincoln School. She also said it would 
eliminate possible scheduling conflicts with 
the use of the school gym. 

But Finley said this week parking was 
more of a problem at the fieldhouse. She 
also said there were problems with cars try* 
ing to enter and exit the narrow entrance off 
N orth S treet at th e same tim e,

Local Airwaves Will Soon 
Carry KISS Format Sounds 


By BRUCE EDWARDS 

Rutland’s radio station market will get a little 
more competitive when the area's newest station 
makes its debut on Halloween night. 

WKLZ-FM will sign on the air at 6:20 p.m. Mon¬ 
day. Oct. 31, according to station owner Edward 
G. Pickett. 

While the Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion has designated the new station as WKLZ. the 
public will get to know the station as KISS 94.5. 
Pickett said in a recent interview. 

Pickett explained that the KISS logo was used 
by a number of other stations across the country. 
'The designation has come to mean an up-tempo 
rock station.” he said. The 94.5 refers to the sta¬ 
tion’s frequency. 

The format will feature such current artists as 
Genesis, Bruce Springsteen. Huev Lewis and

have its own live announcer during morning drive 
time from 6 to 10 a.m. 

Pickett, who was granted the license for the sta¬ 
tion this past summer, said he looked at 11 dif¬ 
ferent formats, including oldies and beautiful 
music, before deciding to go with the KISS for¬ 
mat. 

He said studies done by the National Associa¬ 
tion of Broadcasters found that 70 to 80 percent of 
the people who listened to FM did so for the 
music, “so you Ify to find a format people are go¬ 
ing to enjoy.” 

He said the format was “very music intensive” 
that would feature a half-hour of non-stop music 
every hour with only eight minutes of commer¬ 
cials each hour. 

Pickett, who owns five radio stations in Maine. 


Madonna mixed in with the Beatles and other 
music from the 1960s, '70s and ’80s, he said 

"The advantage to the format is that it’s ... hot 
rock ... without that (heavy) metal edge,” Pickett 
said. 

He also said that 60 to 70 percent of the music 
would be current, while another 20 percent would 
feature classic rock from the post-Beatles era. 
with the remaining 10 percent highlighting album 
cuts. 

"I think a majority of people between 20 and 45 
will enjoy the station.” he said. 

Pickett explained the music would be fed via 
satellite from a music service company in 
Hollywood to the station's studios on the West 
Proctor Road. While the announcers will also 
originate in Hollywood. Pickett said, WKLZ will 
(See Page 24: Radio) 


New York and Vermont, including WHWB AM in 
Rutland, said he “can’t think of a better time to 
put a new FM station on the air.” 

He said that was because the Rutland “radio 
market is in a state of flux” due to recent owner¬ 
ship changes that had occurred over the last year 
or so. 

The sign-on of the 3,000-watt station will be just 
10 minutes before the start of Rutland’s annual 
Haloween parade. However, a symbolic sign-on 
ceremony will take place at the same time in the 
mayor’s office at City Hall. 

Pickett said the station's listening area would 
extend from Middlebury in the north, to Man¬ 
chester in the south and to eastern New York 
state. 

The addition of WKLZ brings the number of 
commercial radio stations in Rutland County to 
five. There is also a station scheduled to go on the 
air in the near future in West Rutland while 
another station is planned for Sherburne.

‘The Great Booth Debate’ 


Will Be Only A Monologue

Peter Louras and Thomas Egan say the tourist 
information booth on the edge of Main St reet Park 
is an eyesore, and so they've challenged its 
operators at the Rutland Region Chamber of Com* 
merce Lo a public debate. 

Problem is. chamber officials say Louras and 
Egan should instead be debating city officials., 
and so they declined the invitation Thursday. 

Louras, who has fought against the small, 
wooden clapboard structure for five years, said 
the debate would be a way of alerting city voters 
to a Nov, 8 ballot item on the fate of the booth. 

Article 2 on the Rutland City ballot will ask 
voters, "Shall the building presently located at 
the intersection of South Main Street and West 


Street be allowed to remain in Main Street Park?" 

Louras and Egan are a part of an "Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee for Restoration of Rutland's Main Street 
Park." According lo the committee, the park was 
donated to the citizens of Rutland City in 1790, 
and the booth is contrary to the intent of the deed. 

Louras wrote a letter to chamber Executive 
Director Lynne N* GalJipo on Tuesday issuing "a 
challenge to your organization to publicly debate 
the continued presence of the Visitor's Center in 
our Mo in Street Park. 

In the letter, Louras said the College of St. 
Joseph in Rutland had offered lo host the debate, 
and he proposed two dates and Limes. 

But Gallipo replied Thursday that the chamber

would decline the invitation. She 
said her group leased the booth 
from the city, and therefore the 
committee should address their 
concerns to city officials. 

GaHipo said the chamber had 
conducted a telephone survey 
this fall to ask Rutland County 
residents about the booth and 
the ballot question. 

"Overwhelmingly, people sup¬ 
ported the continued existence 
of the booth," she said, 

A succession of three booths 
at the site have provided tourist 
information for chore than 50 
years. According to Gallipo, 
when the booth was temporarily 
closed one season and a sign at¬ 
tached to point people to the 
nearby chamber offices, workers 
recorded an 8Q percent drop in 
travel inquiries, 

Gailipo said the booth wasn't 
paid for by tax dollars, but by 
£10,000 in contributions from 
Local businesses. 

"I don't know how else those 
services would happen if that 
boolh wasn't there," she said, 
Gailipo said the chamber 
would nU spend any money to 
campaign actively for the booth, 
as its daily operation was costly 
enough. 

Egan and Louras had hoped 
the debate would spark interest 


in their desire to restore the pack 
to a true town green, 

“I’m astonished. I'm absolute¬ 
ly astonished," Egan said of the 
chamber's refusal to debate, "It 
shows they're afraid of the 
truth," 

Egan said the chamber had 
sponsored a debate between 
Rutland County state Senate 
candidates earlier this fall, and 
therefore shouldn't be afraid to 
apeak out about the ballot item, 

"The people of the city should 
know more about this," Egan 
said, "There are a lot of people 
up set with this building there," 1 

When told of the chamber's 
reason for declining, Egan 
replied, "That's a cop-out: 
That's a complete cop-out. 
They're afraid the truth will get 
out," 

Although his ad hoc commit¬ 
tee had already organized th*. 
debate before it invited the 
chamber. Egan said the show 
would not go on 

Said Egan, "You can't play 
tennis with only one tennis 
player. 1 ' 

Louras said chamber officials 
"haven't got the nerve to debate 
us," 

He promised to take "other 
measures" in his fight against 
the booth, but said he hadn't 
decided what those would be. 

"But I shall do something/’ 1 
Louras said. "This is an impor¬ 
tant issue as far as I'm concern¬ 
ed,"

Opponent: Tourist Center 
Takes Precious Park Space

Thomas K. Egan ot Rutland says the Visitors 
Center in Main Street Park isn't a help to 
visitors and should be centered someplace else. 

Egan is a member of the “Ad Hoc Committee 
for Restoration of Rutland's Main Street 
Park," a group that would like to remove the 
tourist information building from the corner of 
Routes 4 and 7. 

Article Z on Tuesday's Rutland City ballot 
will ask voters, “Shall the building presently 
located at the intersection of South Main Street 
and West Street be allowed to remain in Main 
Street Park?" 

The booth's operators at the Rutland Region 
Chamber of Commerce hope city voters will

cast their ballots "Yes.” They say the booth 
annually provides answers to thousands of 
tourists’ questions and doesn't cost taxpayers 
any money.

Egan, however, disagrees with 
most every chamber assertion, 
and says voters should say 
"No” to the article. Egan 
believes the building takes away 
from the park's aesthetics and 
the community's chance to meet 
and mingle with tourists. 

He added recently that the 
words "booth” and “on the cor¬ 
ner” aren't fair descriptions of 
the Visitors Center, and that the 
"No" vote required to remove it 
wasn’t appropriate for what he 
considered a “positive action."

than 50 years. Chamber Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Lynne N, 
Gallipo said recently that when 
the building was temporarily 
closed one season and a sign was 
attached pointing people to the 
nearby chamber offices, workers 
recorded an 80 percent drop in 
travel inquiries. 

Egan, however, said Visitors 
Center employees often didn’t 
recommend the f$staurants and 
Shops preferred by the average 
Rutland resident, and said such 
information was referred best by 
the common man. 

"I refuse to believe that any 
Rutlander walking the street, 
behind a counter, on her front 
porch, mowing his lawn would 
fail to help a traveler with 
Michigan, Ohio, Utah or even 
nearby license plates,” Egan 


said. "Must we lose our chance 
to visit with folks from a 
distance so the chamber of com¬ 
merce can spoil our park?” 

According to Egan, the park 
was given to Rutland in 1790, as 
stated by the deed, "for the only, 
sole and exclusive purpose of a 
public green or common ever to 
be kept open for that purpose 
and free from any en¬ 
croachments of buildings, fences 
or yards of any private person or 
persons whatsoever." 

Many members of the chamber 
have expressed continued sup¬ 
port for the booth, and add that 
its placement in the park is no 
different from the surrounding 
bandstand and statues. 

Egan, however, said he was 
fearful that the current building 
and its 3maR parking lot could 


be expanded if voters don't call 
for their removal on Tuesday. 

Egan blamed the chamber and 
local media for using worda in 
their pre-vote publicity that he 
believed downplayed the 
Visitors Center’s sixe. 

"The present large building, 
not a booth, is not ‘on the cor¬ 
ner'; worse, its position is more 
than 100 feet from the north, de¬ 
nying an added chunk of park 
from Rutlenders’ use,” he said. 

Egan added that words like 
"tucked in a corner" are 
misleading. 

"The term tucked in' brings 
to the minds of most people the 
image of a child “being pul to bed 
and covered snugly' — indeed, 
that last quote is directly from 
American Heritage Dictionary," 
he says.

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From Mammoth Tooth to Policemen ’s Ball 


OCT* 25,1848 

’ Since the discovery of the mammoth 
tooth in the lailroad section of the Rutland 
and Burlington Railroad in Mount Holly, 
'there has been dug up also another wonder, 
viz,: what appears to have been a trunk or 
horn 5 or 6 feet in Length and from 3 to 5 
inches in diameter; it is circular in shape and 
apparently but a segment of some substance 
of much greater length. 

It was found under the roots of an ever* 
green whose trunk is three feet in diameter. It 
is worthy of notice that this tusk and the 
tooth are the first specimens of the kind ever 
discovered on this continent east of the 
Hudson River, that it appears to have be¬ 
longed to an animal of the elephantine genus* 
and that they correspond in size and appear¬ 
ance with those of the almost perfect skeleton 
of a mastodon discovered a few years since in 
Newburg, N. Y. 

The tooth has been, and the tusk will soon 
be, submitted to the inspection of Professor 
Agassis and other savants. 


OCT. 26,1863 

This is the last day on which Professor 
Childs’ painting of Rutland will be on exhibi¬ 
tion for subscriptions for lithographic copies. 
It can be seen during the day at the book¬ 
store in the Herald building. The view is 
taken from a fine stand point, giving a beau¬ 
tiful foreground and embraces the whole 
village and the mountain scenery on the east 
side. It seems accurate in all essential de¬ 
tails, is finely colored and altogether makes a 
charming picure. No citizen of Rutland 
should omit the opportunity to view it. 

The 3 o'clock train from Burlington yester¬ 
day had two cars filled with emigrants from 


Quebec enroute for New York. They consist¬ 
ed of men, women and children of all ages and 
sexes, in all sorts of costume and looking 
a together very much like a travelling 
menagerie. 

Our readers should not forget the great 
auction sale of sheep, cattle and horses to 
come to the Fair Ground on Friday next. The 
sale will embrace a large amount of stock, 
probably not less than 510,000 worth. 


NOV, 6.1888

While it is true that Rutland has no 
municipally-owned recreation center adapted 
to all sports and available for everyone, 
much should be considered before the city 
plunges Into an undertaking that will mean 
an eventually high expense . 

Rutland now has the high school athletic 
field, mu nfcip ally-owned but not for general 
use. There is also the Rotary athletic field on 
North Street, which is widely used, the 
skating rink run in connection with it. and 
close by' the city-owned swimming pool. 


Small playgrounds are in use at each school 
and St. Peter’s field is rentable for athletic 
contests. 

This rather imposing list indicates that 
Rutland has by no means neglected its recre¬ 
ational obligations, but it does show that 
there is no large, properly equipped playing 
field, nor is there a city-sponsored center for 
underprivileged children. * 

The proposal being considered by the al¬ 
dermen envisions development of four, and 
one-half acres at the corner of Forest and 
Plain Streets for pageants, music festivals, 
skating, baseball, and other sports. The site 
is just over a mile from the center of the city 
and consists of a level meadow easily adapt¬ 
able to the plan in mind. The quoted price is 
83,900. which seems high.

Holland has also been a fores 
ranger, in upstate New Yor 1 
where he grew up, as a season 
job after high school and whi 
he was a student of marin 
biology at the University o 
Rhode Island, 

After two years there, he swit¬ 
ched to ASU, And was it there 
that he finally started formal 
preparation for the recreation

ly. "It's in my blood ’ 

In Arizona, while he pi 
himself through college work in 
for the university athlete 
department as a basketball am, 
baseball umpire, he was also do- 
ing research and writing 
historical abstracts in slate and 
local history and taking 
photographs as well. He wants, 
to. do the same sort of thin; in 
Vermont, if he can.

Restoring Some Elegance 

What a delight! Stand at the Gryphon Building corner. 
Look to the northeast. See the splendid profile of the 
Unitarian Universalist Church and, in the background, St, 
Nicholas Greek Orthodox Church. Thanks to Proctor Bank 
for, by removing a building, restoring some elegance lost to 
downtown Rutland, 

The cornerstone of the lovely stone building says 'St. 
Paul’s Church — 1888." I wonder what happened later. How 
could a bowling alley wall, only three feet from its eastern 
side, be permitted to deny the light through its stained glass 
windows? Was the church forced to lose that corner proper¬ 
ty? Was there no protest while this was done? Strange things 
don’t just happen. 

This suggests a warning about our Main Street Park. Last 
November, 1,600 Rutlanders voted for a similar restoration in 
the park; but a much larger number voted to let matters stay 
as is. Many of the latter told me they didn't understand some 
of the considerations. No alternatives were suggested There 
was no public forum on the question which led to inaction. In 
the wind-up, the matter took a sinister turn. 

Just four days before the vote, seven business people 
signed a letter to the Rutland Herald about the protested 
building in the park. They said, "... it should be bigger, with 
more parking and more lighting,’’ And. to make the situation 
more disturbing, the Herald described the vote result as a 
“mandate/' That was the scenario in November; Jet's now 
look at December and January. 

Today, we read that the Rutland Partnership has arranged 
for Thomas & Means Associates fTMA) of Virginia and 
Buckhurst Fish Hutton Kau of New York (BF1IK) to help 
us create the vision,..that’s needed in our community carry 
on for the next several decades. 11 

I hope, during the listening period TMA-BFHK has 
scheduled for January, those local business people don’t 
come up with pressure to build an addition to the protested 
park building (for needed public toilets) and (to alleviate 
some of the traffic hazard it causes) build a circular road 
right through our park. Business necessity can lead to 
strange results — if not protested. Don't let them do this to 
our park,

Take the Elvis scene from the 
troupe's performance at Mill 
River this past Wednesday,

not known whose. 

Audience? 

Enough names to fill a 
Manhattan telephone book are 
yelled out before Elvis Presley is 
fingered as the father. 

Austin and Jaquay im¬ 
mediately pretend they arc wat¬ 
ching Elvis on television. When 
Austin tries to*dance '‘just like 
i>ad. 1+ his voice and body imper¬ 


sonations bring down the house. 

Next, junior Zak Grace sur¬ 
prises Austin and Jaquay by 
walking on stage and announc¬ 
ing he is the King himself, 

"I've been living on an island 
for the past few years," he says. 

Amid the chaos, the actors 
freeze. The two children are go¬ 
ing to mix two things together 
for fun, but they don't know 
what, 

Audience? 

Again, everything from oil and 
vinegar to Sonny and Cher is 
shouted out before peanut butter 
and Fluff are deemed the proper 
duo. 

As the scene ends. Austin, Ja¬ 
quay. Grace and a three-girl 
backup group that has joined 
them gyrate on stage as they at¬ 
tempt to sing with mouths full of 
the sticky make-believe mixture. 

When a scene like this works, 
improv looks easy. But when it 


doesn't, it s clear that this isn't 
just acting up or clowning 
around. 

As the student actors explain 
it, there's only a split-second to 
think of one's next statement or 
action on stage. That proverbial 
light bulb that pops in one's 
mind could either bring peals of 
laughter or dead silence. 

But there's no lime to think 
about that, either. Pause and 
ponder the consequences and the 
audience feels as uncomfortable 
as it would listening to a finger¬ 
nail drag down a chalkboard, 

A recent dress rehearsal was 
disastrous. When an actor asked 
the audience to suggest a phrase 
and Marsh'veiled, “Don't move 
anyone or 1*11 shoot, " the east 
didn't know whether he was be¬ 
ing creative at the moment or 
critical of the day. 

B ut Wed need ay's perf orm a nc e 
was true to I he cliche about bad 
dress rehearsals leading to good 
opening nights. 

The shenv stepped off with a 
lively pace and literally 
sluamrolled as audience laughter 
fueled the actors to take risks 
that most often paid off. 

Troupe members Austin, 
Grace. Jaquay, Jeff 
Bruckerhoff, Jennie Hetzel, 
Dio nth a Korzun, Jason Lorentz, 
Laura O'Brien. Melissa ft a i Lord 


and David Weart have been 
practicing with sample scenes 
for several weeks. 

In addition to thought and tim¬ 
ing, the troupe must also be on 
its toes to understand Lhe au¬ 
dience's suggestions, When a 
cast is made up of high school 
students, not every person, 
place or thing is a household 
name. 

Costume adviser Thecla 
Clarke says students would 
never know- a name like Pinky 
Lee, a star of lHSOs children's 
television.

situated directly behind the 
bank. 

Although the city will have to 
pay to have the West a ad Cot¬ 
inge streets property paved 
before it can be used as a park¬ 
ing lot, Treasurer Ronald 
Graves has said the West and 
Cottage streets property is 
worth more to the city than the 
existing Willow and Ed sou 
Streets lot. 

The board approved a recom¬ 
mendation by Community 
Development Committee to pro¬ 
vide fire protection for the pro 
posed Finard-Zamlas mall in 
Rutland Town, 

The one-year contract calls for 
Finard-Zamlas to pay the city 
$7,009 for fire protection once 
Construction begins. The con¬ 
tract is similar to other ar¬ 
rangements the city has to pro¬ 
vide fire protection for several 
other businesses in Rutland 
Town, 

In a related item, the board ap¬ 
proved a joint resolution along 
with Rutland Town to support 
the proposed Finard-Zamias 
Mall. The resolution was recom¬ 
mended by the City-Town Im¬ 
pacts Committee, 

The board also approved a 
contract to draw up a master 
plan for downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion. The city is signing the con¬ 
tract on behalf of the Rutland 
Partnership, a private-public 
sector group, dedicated to 
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development of the central 
business district. The partner¬ 
ship recently hired the con¬ 
sulting firm of Thomas & Means 
Associates Inc. to begin work on 
the first half of the $128,909 
master plan. 

Community Development 
Director Alexander J. Shak 
made it clear the project is being 
paid for by the partnership and 
the city has no financial obliga¬ 
tion. 

A group of James Street 
residents, including Rep, L, Ber¬ 
nard Waterman, D-Rutland Ci¬ 
ty, are protesting the location qf 
a pre-fa brkated home in their 
neighborhood. 

In a petition to the board, the 
residents asked the board not to 
allow the "mobile borne" in their 
neighborhood. The residents 
claim in their petition that the 
mobile home will further erode 
the value of their homes. 

Although state law prohibits 
discriminating against mobile 
homes, the board referred the 
petition to the Public Works 
Committee for further study.

Rutland "is a Little bit Like an 
island"' in that people have a 
tendency to become 'focused too 
closely on themselves and on the 
present/ 1 

Means said one person who 
was interviewed put the problem 
into perspective saying, 

' "Rutland has sometimes been 
described as a dog chewing on its 
own tail/" 

She said Rutland needed to 
overcome the Long habit of con¬ 
tinuously biting itself and hur¬ 
ting itseff. 

A "very positive’' develop¬ 
ment that could overcome that 
habit. Means said, is the percep¬ 
tion of people that there is "an 
emerging new Leadership here." 

While in the past the com¬ 
munity looked to five or six peo¬ 
ple as community Leaders, she 
said, now the leadership has ex¬ 
panded to 20 to 30 people. 

Hutton said the downtown had 
a number of pluses and minuses.

Revitalization 
Views Revealed 


Public Forum 
Set for Tonight 

By BRUCE EDWARDS 
Consultants working on a 
master plan for the revitaliza¬ 
tion of the downtown say 
Rutland has a lot of positive 
things going for it including "a 
climate of new leadership. At 
the same time they also say 
Rutland needs to overcome the 
‘dog chewing on its own tail" 
syndrome. 

Those were some of the obser¬ 
vations made by consultants 
Mary Means and Ernie Hutton 
during a briefing Tuesday after¬ 
noon to the Rutland Partnership 
on the progress of the the first 
phase of a $128,000 downtown 
revitalization study. 

The progress report came on 
the eve of Wednesday night s 
public forum at Rutland High 
School to solicit views on what 
city residents envision for the 
revitalization of the downtown.

Property owned by the Kill¬ 
ington Ski Area in Sherborne 
has been identified as one poten¬ 
tial site for a stadium that would 
be the new home of the Volvo In¬ 
ter nation al Te n n is Too rn amen t. 

A local group, called the 
Rutland Region Sports and 
Entertainment Facilities Com¬ 
mittee, has drawn up a priority 
List of six sites that might be 
suitable for a 15,000-seat, open- 
air stadium. Several of those 
sites also could accommodate a 
separate and smaller year-round 
facility for local use. 

At Thursday afternoon s 
meeting, site committee chair¬ 


man David Lewis said his sob- 
committee, along with state 
Secretary of Development and 
Community Affairs Elbert G* 
Moulton, recently made a tour of 
15-20 area sites. Although no 
sites were eliminated, the com¬ 
mittee came up with a priority 
listof six sites, Lewis said. 

During a meeting Thursday at 
Rutland City Hall, Lewis would 
only identify the sites in general 
terms. The sites were situated in 
three or four communities and 
two of the sites were up the 
mountain 'quite a ways, said 
Lewis, in an obvious reference to 
(See Page 18: Complex) 
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Sherburne, where he is town 
manager. 

He said two other sites are 
'down the mountain.” while two 
more sites are in what he called 
an "urban-suburban area,” 

Questioned after the meeting, 
Lewis said two of the sites were 
in Sherburne, including one 
iecc of property that was owned 
y Killington Ski Area. The 
other towns where sites have 
been identified are Rutland City, 
Rutland Town and Men don, he 
said. He declined to be more 
specific. 

Lewis said during the meeting 
that five of the six properties 
"are definitely for sale. The 
sixth owner has yet to be con¬ 
tacted, he said. 

The committee still needs to 
get more information to evaluate 
the sites, Lewis said. In addi¬ 
tion, he said he needed to have 
Volvo tournament director 
James Westhall visit the sites. 

The committee primarily is 
looking at sites suitable for 
Volvo's one-week summer tour¬ 
nament, But it also wants to find 
a site for a year-round civic 
center or facility that would 
serve arts and sports needs of 
the region- 

Lewis said that some of the six 
sites could accommodate both 
facilities, while others would on¬ 
ly be suitable for the open-air 
stadium, 

Lewis made it clear that up un¬ 
til now his committee had only 
focused on finding a site for the 
tennis tournament, 

William Meub, a Rutland 
lawyer, said the committee need¬ 
ed to submit both facilities to the 


state as a package. That way, the 
region stands the best chance of 
ptting a facility for its own use, 
he said. 

Meub, the chairman of the 
fact-gathering subcommittee, 
said the state had indicated a 
willingness to go along with a 
regional options tax. 

According to Meub, the state 
would add a surcharge of up to 1 
percent on the rooms and meals 
tax in those towns affected by 
the facility. The money then 
would be used to fund a separate 
facility for area residents, he 
said. 

Lewis' subcommittee will sub¬ 
mit a list of the primary sites to 
the full committee next week. In 
addition, the committee will look 
at the financial and legal aspects 
of the proposal. 

The committee is expected to 
have a draft report ready by 
April 5 with a final report sub 4 
mitted to the state by April 15. 

The committee is working to 
meet a 6Q-9Q day deadline set last 
month by Volvo to select a site 
for their permanent home. For 
the past four years, the tourna¬ 
ment has been held at the Strat¬ 
ton Mountain resort. 

But Volvo has said it needed a 
facility with permanent seating 
and a bigger percentage of con¬ 
cession revenues. 

The state has been actively 
pursuing the sports facility 
because it wants to keep the 
tournament in Vermont,

Killington Seems 
r To Be Top Spot

Five primary sites, including a 
400-acre site owned by the Kill- 
mgton Ski Area, have been iden¬ 
tified as possible area locations 
for the new permanent home of 
the Volvo International Tennis 
Tournament. 

The Southern Vermont Sports 
and Entertainment Facilities 
Committee named the sites at its 
meeting Thursday afternoon at 
City Hall. 

The five sites, in order of their 
proximity to the city, are; 

— The Foley property, 98 
acres off Rand bury Road in 
Rutland Town; 

— The former site of the pro¬ 
posed Commons Mall off Route 7 
straddling the Rutland City and 
Rutland Town line; 

— The Veghte/Zaazara pro¬ 
perties, 30Q acres, behind the 
Cortina Inn and the Edelweiss 
Motel in Mendon; 

- The Jack Giguere property* 
37 acres off the Killington Ac¬ 
cess Road in Sherburne; 

“ Killington s planned unit 
development, 400 acres, off the 
Killington Access Road in Sher¬ 
burne. 

The committee also idee tiled 
two other sites that were possi¬ 
ble locations for a separate, 
year-round civic center that 
would servo the needs of the 
Rutland area. 

One proposed site is the 
former city poor farm behind 
Ray Reilly's Tire Mart on 
Woodstock Avenue. The other 
site is across the street at the 
Rutland- Area Vocational 
Technical Center. 

The committee, made up of 
local officials, business and 
civic leaders, has been working 
over the Last several weeks, in 
hopes the state and Vdlvo of¬ 
ficials would pick the Rutland 
area as the site for a new *15 
m il lion * o pen -air stad ium, 

Volvo, which has held its 
week-long summer tournament 
al the Stratton Mountain resort 
the last four years, has said it 
needed to find a permanent home 
by 1990. 

Volvo wants a stadium with 
15,000 seats and a percentage of 
concession and parking sales, 
something Volvo says Stratton 
has not been able to provide. 
Tournament officials said last 
month they needed to decide on a 
new location within 90 days. 

Sherburne Town Manager 
David Lewis, the chairman of 
the site selection subcommittee, 
presented the site list to the full 
committee, detailing both the 
pluses and minuses of each loca¬ 
tion. 

By the time Lewis finished his 
(See Page 20: Complex) 
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presentation, it appeared the 
Killington Ski Area property 
was the most suitable location, 
Lewis said the property, near 
the first tee oF Killington's golf 
course, had several things going 
for it. He said the site met the re¬ 
quirements including an ex¬ 
cellent view, parking, lodging, 
restaurants and a golf course. 
Lewts also pointed out Kill¬ 
ington already had the required 
air quality permits from the 
state to handle the traffic that's 
generated during the ski season. 

The only problem Lewis 1 com¬ 
mittee found with the site was a 

S ossible problem with sewage 
isposal, 

Gigueres 37-acre property 
situated opposite the Grist Mill 
restaurant on the access road 
had many uf the same ad¬ 
vantages uf the Killington site, 
Lewis said. But he pointed out 
that the property was 
''somewhat limited” in acreage. 

The biggest problem with the 
Veghte/Zazxarn properties in 
Mendun is that a road would 
have to be built to get access to 
the property, he said. 

Tne former site of the propos¬ 
ed Commons Mall on Route 7 
probably lacks the "view” 
Volvo officials are looking for, 
he said. There is also a lack of 
lodging in the immediate area.

"To remain residential ‘A.’

Ruggerio asked residents if 
they would consider allowing 
light commercial and profes¬ 
sional office space for the re¬ 
maining open land in their 
neighborhood. He said earlier 
that the northeast section was 
one area that still has open 
space. 

But developer Olin Deforge, 
who has built homes in the nor¬ 
theast section and commercial 
projects elsewhere, said 
homeowners would like the area 
to remain residential.

city charter that said the health 
officer was appointed for a three- 
year term. 

The board referred the ap¬ 
parent conflict in the city charter 
to the Charter and Ordinance 
Committee for review. At the 
aame time, the board referred to 
the city attorney the question of 
whether the health officer serves 
for two or three years. 

In other business, the board 
approved the mayor’s request 
for $155,000 in mid-year budget 
cute.

With any luck work on a long- 
awaited project to widen and im¬ 
prove State Street should get 
under way sometime this sum¬ 
mer. 

The Board of Aldermen gave 
its unanimous approval Monday 
night to several contracts with 
the state, thus removing the last 
remaining hurdle to the com¬ 
mencement of the $2 million pro¬ 
ject. 

The project would include the 
following: 

□ A widening of State Street to 
a uniform 40 feet from Grove 
Street to Pierpoint Avenue. 

□ A new bridge over East 
Creek. 

□ New sidewalks and curbs, 

O Separation of storm and 
Sanitary sewers. 

G A new municipal parking lot. 

According to the contracts 
submitted to the board, the ci¬ 
ty's share of the project’s cost 
would be 2 percent. The federal 
government would pick up 95 
percent of the cost while the 
state would pay another 3 per¬ 
cent. The city would also be 
responsible for $50,000 of the 
cost for sewer and water main 


City voters approved a street 
improvement bond several years 
ago. But City Enginner Warren 
E. Conner told the board that 
because the city had to pay its 
share of the project before con¬ 
struction began it was necessary 
to include that amount in the 
1989-90 budget. The money 
would then be repaid once the 
bonds arc issued. 

Conner said the $50,000 for 
water and sewer work would be 
included in next year's budget as 


well. 

He said state and federal 
funds would also pay almost the 
entire cost of acquiring the 
AbatieJL property at 84-86 State 
St. That property would become 
a municipal parking lot with II 
spaces, Conner said after the 
meeting. 

He said since the widening 
project would eliminate nine on¬ 
street parking spaces the state 
and federal governments were 
willing to have the city acquire 
the property to replace the Lost 
spaces, 

Alderman Sigi&mund J* 
Wysolmerski expressed some 
concern about approving the 
contracts without the board hav¬ 
ing a chance to review them. But 
Wysolmerski called the project 
"a much needed improvement" 
to an area of the city "that has 
often been neglected," 

The board on Monday night 
also Look up the issue of the city 
health officer. Several weeks ago 
Mayor Jeffrey N. Wen a berg 
withheld the reappointment of 
Dr. James Gray as the city 
health officer until the board had 
a chance to review the position. 
It’s been the mayor’s position 
that a lay person sod not a 
physician could handle the part- 
time $5,090-a year position. 

The General Committee did 
not make a recommendation on 
whether a physician -should be 
retained in the position. Instead, 
Alderman Nicholas A, Barone 
questioned whether Gray’s reap¬ 
pointment should have COme 
before the board, Barone, the 
committee chairman, cited a con¬ 
flict between the city charter and 
state law. 

He said state law called for the 
health officer to serve a three- 
year term while one section of 
the city charter stated the posi¬ 
tion was for two-years. Barone 
then cited another section of the

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Kunin Puts Best Pen Forward 


Governor Spends Day 
Visiting, Signing Laws 

By BRUCE EDWARDS 
Gov, Madeleine M, Kunin spent a long day in 
Rutland Thursday signing three bills into law, 
swearing in a new judge and visiting a school and 
a senior center 

At a City Hall ceremony that was heavily at 
tended by local officials, Kunin signed two bills 
into law. One bill concerned state investments in 
companies that do business in Northern Ireland. 
The other bill created the state's first municipal 
redevelopment authority 
The Mac Bride Principles bill requires that tbe 
state treasurer find out whether American com- 


panics that do business in Northern Ireland 
adhere to the principles that ban job discrimina¬ 
tion in the country. 

While the law does noL prohibit the state from 
investing in companies that do not adhere to the 
principles, both Kunin and the bill's chief spon 
s°r ftep. Curt A. McCormack, D Kutland Citv, 
said it was an important piece of legislation 

"It is important to use this forth of nonviolent 
pressure to bring peace about in this part of the 
world." Kunin said of the principles, which were 
named after Sean MacBride, one of the founders 
of Amnesty International. 

Although the final bill was watered down from 
the original legislation, McCormack said, the law 
"hopefully will be successful in getting them 
{companies) to adhere to the Mac Bride Prin¬

eiples." *The original bill called for the state to 
divest from companies that did not comply with 
the principles. 

Flanked by McCormack and Thomas K. Egan, 
Kunin. signed the bill into law in the City Council 
chambers. Egan was instrumental in lobbying the 
Legislature for the bill's passage. 

Because of a recent illness. Egan's son spoke on 
Ms father's behalf. 

"By signing this bill into law / 1 said Kieran T. 
Egan, Vermont joins with other states in the "gen 
tie resistance to end religious discrimination," 

Following the signing, Kunin signed into law 
the Rutland Redevelopment Authority. The RRA, 
the first municipal redevelopment authority in the 
state, is intended by city officials to be the fun 
ding mechanism for public and private improve 
ment projects. 

The RRA received overwhelming approval by 
city voters in March. But because it required a 
change in the City Charter, the Legislature also 
had to give Us approval. 

Mayor Jeffrey N. Wennberg said after the 
ceremony he hoped to name his seven appoint¬ 
ments to the RRA by the middle of June. A 
member of the Board of Aldermen and the city 
treasurer round out the nine'mem her authority. 

Following the City Hall ceremony, Kunin was 
off again, up the street to Rutland Superior Court, 
to swear in Rutland attorney Richard Norton as 




the state s newest superior court judge. 

Earlier in the day Kunin visited the third grade 
class at the Casueton-Hubbardton Elementary 
School, 

Before going to City Hall, Kunin paid a visit to 
the Rutland Senior Center to sign a bill into law 
that gives assistance to the elderly poor and -the 
disabled to buy prescription drugs. 

The governor told an outdoor gathering of 
federal, state and local officials, as well as. a 
number of elderly, that "it was a very significant 
bill to pass." She said the bill would help contain 
medical costs while at the same time help those in 
need. 

There bad been some question whether Kunin 
would veto the bill because it was thought to he 
too expensive. 

The signing of the bill came just one day after 
she announced she would veto a bill that would 
have increased the state's financial assistance to 
nursing homes. Kunin said that bill was too ex¬ 
pensive and would be at odds with the state's ef¬ 
forts to con ta i n the co at of health c a re, 

Kunin also used the occasion to declare nett 
week "Supplemental Security Income Awareness 
Week" in Vermont. The purpose of the special 
week is to make the elderly poor or disabled aware 
that they may be eligible for additional Socidl 
Security bene fits.

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City Takes" 
Broad Shot 
For Grant

Rutland City wants lo apply for a $750,000 state 
grant that would be used to fund several proposed 
projects under the auspices of the newly created 
Rutland Redevelopment Authority. 

Community Development Director Thomas L. 
Donahue said Sunday the city hoped to fund 
several projects, including redevelopment of the 
former It owe-Richard son Scale Co, property, the 
startup of a new plastics company, a day care 
center, a new recreation center, the Paramount 
Theater, and the creation of new parking. 

Donahue said the City had sent the state a ' let¬ 
ter of intent" describing in a general sense what 
the city intended to do with the money. Based on 
the city's letter, the state will decide whether the 
projects should be included in the formal grant ap¬ 
plication which must be submitted by July lb. he 
said. 

Donahue said the city intended to apply for the 
maximum amount allowed under the Vermont 
Community Development Block Grant program. 
He said there was a total of 11.7 million available 
in this round of grants 

"Asking for $750,000 is a lot, hut with the pro¬ 
jects we have it is a possibility," he said 
Donahue said the city would like to include the 
following in its grant application: 

— Howe-Richarsdson property. Building con¬ 
tractor Joseph A. Giancola has bought the 
Strongs Avenue property and plans to use it for 
"incubator" businesses, Donahue said the funds 
could be used for anything from equipment to 
building renovations for a particular business, 

— Kedwell Products Inc, The money would pro¬ 
vide additional help for the startup of the plastics 
manufacturer. Kedwell recently received a $50,000 
recycling grant from the state. The recycled 
plastics is used to reinforce concrete. The com¬ 
pany has yet to announce the exact location of its 
plant, but the Howe-Scale property has been men¬ 
tioned as one likely location. 

— Paramount Theater. A local group has been 
raising money for the renovation of the old theater 
as a perform ing arts or civic center 

— Recreation Center, The city has been looking 
to replace the old Lawrence Recreation Center on 
Center Street. 

— Community day care center. The Rutland 
Dependent Care Collaborative, in conjunction 
with area business, is proposing a day care faciti-

— Parking, A new parking 
facility has been mentioned for 
the corner of Wales and 
Washington streets. Donahue 
said, though, no specific Location 
had been singled out. 

Donahue said the city will be 
allowed to apply for certain pro¬ 
jects depending on several 
criteria. 

He said the most important 
factor the state used in judging q 
particular project is whether it 
served low and moderate income 
residents. Other important 
criteria include whether the pro¬ 
ject eliminates slum conditions 
and whether the project creates 
pc rm anen t e m p I oy ment. 

Using the above criteria. 
Donahue said the Paramount 
Theater and the parking pro¬ 
posal "may not be competitive." 

As a proposed performing arts 
center, Donahue said, the Para¬ 
mount may not be viewed by the 
state a & serving low and 
moderate income residents. 
That's why the city is also sell¬ 
ing the project as a community 
center, he said. 

Donahue also said the state 
has been teluctant to approve 
grants for projects, like recrea 
Lion centers, that normally fall 
within a municipality's funding 
responsibility. 

The city may have an edge in 
the grant competition because it 
has more than $1 million set 
aside in matching funds, 
Donahue said. 

The city recently set aside half 
of a SI.5 million gift from the 
Alpine Pipeline Co. toward the 
work of the Rutland Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority. The RRA was 
approved by city voters in 
March as a way to fund public 
and private projects in the city. 

The city also has $300,000 in 
its economic development fund 
and another $105,000 from the 
sale of a parcel of land to Ray 
Reilly’s Tire Mart on Woodstock 
Avenue. 

Donahue said the city would 
hold several public hearings on 
the grant application before the 
July 15 deadline. The first hear¬ 
ing is scheduled for Monday, 
June 5.

Wennberg Says Higher 
Taxes Are Unavoidable

Rutland City taxpayers will see a tax hike 
i the result of an 11-percent increase in the 
Ijr't fisc a 1 1990 budget, 

Rutland Mayor Jeffrey N. Wen n berg 
esenied the Board of Aldermen Monday 
gfat with a $15,580*477 budget figure that 
1ft be raised locally. 

As expected the School Department's 
1.8 million budget saw the biggest in- 
r*se, Of that amount $6.6 million must be 
•ed by local taxes — up 15 percent from 
* year, or an additional $842,000. 
lowevcr. the general fund* or mayor’s 
Iget, of $8,9 million was up only 3,4 per- 
t or $280,000, over last year. 

It doesn't get any easier,' F Wennberg 
J late Monday afternoon as he and other 
■ officials scrambled to put the finishing 
dies on the budget, which takes effect 

L# city charter mandates that the fiscal 


budget be submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen by the first Monday in June. 

Wennberg said in a four-page letter to the 
board that ''although its too early to 
predict" an exact amount, there would be a 
tax increase. He pointed to a combination of 
factors that make a tax hike inevitable: 

O An $842,585 increase in school property 
taxes, 

□ $300,060 in lost property taxes on the 
bankrupt Vicon Recovery Systems waste in¬ 
cinerator 

□ A 1281.164 increase in general city expen¬ 
ditures. 

□ $162,000 in new library bond payments. 
"You don't have to be a financial genius" 

to know taxes are going up. he told the board 
Monday night- 

The tax rate for the fiscal year won't be 
set until next month after the books are clos¬ 
ed on the current fiscal year and the grand 
list is finalized. The grand list is the value of 
all 7,000 pieces of property in the city* 

The mayor said tne discouraging thing 
about the Vicon bankruptcy was that it look¬ 
ed like this year would "see one of the big¬ 
gest non-reappraisal increases in the grand 


lisL" He said that Would be offset by the 
lost Vicon property tax revenue. 

Wennberg said the general fund budget 
was kept below 4 percent "in spite of a 33- 
percent increase in health insurance” and 5- 
peremit pay raises for most City Hall 
workers. 

"That was a very difficult figure to 
reach," Wennberg told the board, "You can 
see quite plainly this is as austere a budget 
as you've seen from me" 

The only exception to the 5-pereent wage 
hike was the Police Department where 7- 
percent raises were given. The recent con¬ 
tract the city signed with the police union 
calls for the higher raises. The police chief, 
however, will receive a 5 percent raise. 

Wennberg said the city was currently in 
the process of trying to find more affordable 
health insurance coverage. The city would 
stay with Blue Cross-Blue Shield but would 
join a different insurance pool, possibly 
with the Vermont League of Cities and 
Towns, he said.

Aldermen Unable 
To Stop Demise. 
Of Brock House 


By BRUCE EDWARDS 

One of the oldest buildings in 
the city will be demolished to 
make way for a parking lot. 

The fate of the 201-year-old 
Brock House was apparently 
sealed Monday night when the 
Board of Aldermen refused to 
hear an appeal of the demolition 
permit that was issued recently 
to Christ the King Parish, the 
building's owner. 

The aldermen were all set to 
hear an appeal of the permit that 
was filed by several concerned 
city residents, but the hearing 
never took place. 

Aldermanic President John P. 
Cassarino told the board that in 
the opinion of the city attorney 
the aldermen had no authority to 
hear an appeal of a demolition 
permit. 

That brought an angry 
response from several citizens, 
who had fought the demol ition of 
the historic building on South 
Main Street. 

"This stinks to high heaven,” 
said Thomas C. Ryan after hear¬ 
ing Cassarino's ruling. ”1 think 
the public has a right to be heard 
on this.” 

Ryan and several others 
wanted to know why they 
weren’t told the hearing would 
not take place. 

Even though City Attorney 
Frank H. Zetelski’s letter was 
dated June 1. Alderman Patricia 
A. Donnelly explained to Ryan 
and the others that the aldermen 
themselves only found out about 
the ruling on Monday. 

Christ the King Church in¬ 
tends on razing the old building 
next door to make way for a 
parking lot. Church officials 
have cited the dilapidated condi¬ 
tion of the building and the need 
for a church parking lot accessi¬ 
ble to the handicapped as the 
reasons for tearing down the 
former hotel. 

The Rev. Reid C. Mayo has 
estimated it would cost $400,000 
to make the necessary renova¬ 
tions to the building. The last re¬ 
maining occupants of the 
building, including several 
nuns, were evacuated from the 
structure several weeks ago 
because of a small electrical fire. 

During the regular board 
meeting opponents of the 
demolition permit implored the 
city and the parish to save the 
building. 

"We are about to lose a struc¬ 
ture that could be a valuable 
community asset,” said Ryan, 
who pointed out the need for 


housing in the city. 

Eleanor J. Elwert agreed with 
Ryan saying it "would be 
counter-productive to tear down 
a building when we need hous¬ 
ing.” 

"The Brock House is a ... 
historic building worthy of 
preservation,” said Curtis B. 
Johnson of the state Division of 
Historic Preservation. 

Johnson, who edited the 
recently released book "The 
Historic Architecture of Rutland 
County,” said the money needed 
to save the building could be 
found through private invest¬ 
ment, grants and tax credits. He 
said the 1788 building was eligi¬ 
ble to be placed on the National 
Register of Historic Buildings. 

Mayo said afterwards that
